Kobs Leaves Mark 
On Spartan Players

baseball coach, that he wanted to try out for the team. It was the 


spring of 1946. 


Kobs was surprised. The 19-year-old, six-foot, 185-pound sopho- 


more was*a star forward on the 
basketball team but an unknown 
in baseball. 


“Well, you’re welcome to try,” 
said John dubiously, “but we’re 
pretty well set at first base. Can 
you play anywhere else?” 

“No sir, I'm a first baseman,” 
said the kid. 

Kobs watched him for a week 
then had another chat with the 
boy. 


“Have you ever thought of 
pitching?” Kobs asked him. 

The youth was disappointed. 
“I did pitch a little in high school. 
but I mostly played first. ‘That’s 
where I'd like to be,” he said. 

“Let’s look at things straight,” 
Kobs countered gently. “I have 
two experienced first basemen. 
You can’t beat out either one of 
them, But you have a great arm, 
and the way you peg the bases 
I think you'll have fine control. 
Besides, I need pitching. Will 
you try?” 

Kobs didn’t get his reply for 
. The unhap- 
py, mixed-up kid even wrote his 
parents about it, but the answer 
finally was that, “Yes, I'll try 
pitching, but I don’t know any- 
thing about it.” 

“T'll teach you,” said Kobs with 


a happy smile. “We start right 
now.” 

Neither Kobs nor the boy real- 
ized it at the time, but that was 
a portentous day not only for 
Michigan State baseball but the 
entire national game. For the 
youth was Robin Roberts. 


A year later, after a. second 
season in Spartan baseball livery, 
he signed a Philadelphia Phils 
bonus contract. He was farmed 
out briefly, but came back to the 


parent club before the season | 


was out and quickly developed 
into one of the all-time great 
major league pitchers. 

The Roberts case is easily the 
most dramatic but yet a typical 
instance of the deep and lasting 
influence John Kobs, Spartan 
head mentor for 35 years, has 
exerted over literally hundreds 
of youths. 


The richest tribute they pay 
him is that some of his earlier 
proteges now are sending their 
sons back to play for John. A 
star outfielder on his current 
club, John Fleser, is the son of 
Don Fieser, who back in 1925 
and 1926 recorded the two high- 
est season batting marks in 
State’s history. In 1925 he notch- 


times at bat for a fantastic .667. 


But back to Roberts. All base- 
ball men love a good story, and 
, one of Kob’s favorites involves a 
game Roberts pitched as a 
sophomore, a season in which he 
won four and lost two. 

The game was against the pro- 
loaded Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing Station team, and although 
there was a college rule at Mich- 
igan State against athletic con- 
tests on Sundays, it was sched- 
uled as an entertainment fea- 
ture for the G.I.’s stationed at 
Great Lakes. 


“Everything would have been 
all right,” Kobs recalls with a 
chuckle, “and most of the folks 
at home probably wouldn’t even 
have known about it, except that 
Robbie pitched a no-hit, no-run 
game, we won 80, and the feat 
made big headlines al] over the 
midwest. Monday morning 
bright and early I was on the 
carpet in the president’s office.” 


But Kobs didn’t sit on it long. 
Fast talking also is one of his 
long suits, developed through 
years of working with people in 
such activities as the American 
Association of College Baseball 
Coaches, of. which beoming or- 
ganization he was, in 1945, one of 
its first presidents. Kobs also 
served as secretary-treasurer of

MIDDLETON, Conn.—Wes- 
leyan University has announc- 
ed that three baseball games 
scheduled for a Florida spring 
vacation trip have been can- 
celed because two prospective 
opponents, the University of 
Tampa and Florida State 
Prison, would not play against 
Negroes. 

The Wesleyan team flies to 
Florida today for games with 
the University of Jacksonville 
at Jacksonville and Rollins 
College at Winter Park. At 
present, Coach Norm Daniels 
is attempting to arrange three 
additional games to replace 
the canceled contests. 


Daniels explained it has al- 
ways been Wesleyan’s practice 
to admit qualified students re- 
gardless of race, “and this 
practice is also naturally fol+ 
lowed in Wesleyan’s athletics. 


“In view of this fact,” Dan- 
iels said, “games with oppon- . 
ents who prohibit Negro play 
ers would not conform to tra+ 
ditional Wesleyan policy.” 

The team earns its own exs 
penses for the 10-day trip by 
selling advertisements for 
football and basketball pro- 
grams, running concessions at 
games and doing maintenance 
work on the campus.

the group from 1945 through 
1952. 

He has been particularly act- 
ive in the area of college rela- 
tions with professional baseball, 
and if there ever was a place 
where fast talking was manda- 
tory, that’s it. He also at the 
present time is chairman of the 
NCAA baseball rules committee. 
“When a definitive history of 
college baseball is written, the 
ever youthful veteran will oc- 
cupy a major place. This is true 
both for his work in national af- 
fairs and as a great coach. 

The records of his Michigan 
State teams from 1925 through 
1958 add up to 484 wins against 
311 losses for a terrific .600 per- 
centage. In 34 seasons he has had 
only four losing teams. His 1954 
team won the Big Ten champ- 
ionship and the NCAA district 
No. 4 playoffs, and finished third 
in the College World Series at 
Omaha, Nebraska. 

He has developed many out- 
standing players. Besides Rob- 
erts, he has had half a. dozen 
others make the majors and 
scores in minor league pro ball. 
Nine have been honored by All- 
American recognition. Many now 
are coaches in high schools and

Kobs was born in Cavalier,

basketball and track. In 1951, he 
was selected by a board of ex- 
perts in Minnesota as one of the 
state’s top five all-round athletes 
for the first half of the 20th 
century. 

He stayed at Hamline three 
years after graduation as an ath- 
letic _staff member and then 
switched to State in the fall of 
1924. While baseball has been 
his major love, he also has been 
head: coach of basketball and 
hockey at State, freshman and 
varsity assistant football coach, 
and a physical education profes- 
sor. 

Kobs believes strongly in a 
great future for college baseball. 

“It has improved tremendous- 
ly in quality through the years 
I’ve been coaching,” he _ says, 
“and will continue to do so. 


“Better coaching, larger 
squads, more games on the sched- 
ule, fall practice sessions, indoor 
facilities for winter practice— 
these are among thé reasons for 
the improvement. Better equip- 
ment and development of such 
teaching gimmicks as slow mo- 
tion movies have played a part,
